A TRIP ON A JAPANESE 
TRANSPORT. 
(From Our Special War Correspondent.) 
Thursday, Nov, 1. 

We ore just now passing through the 
QOorean Archipolago, with the mainland 
sometimes within a stone's throw.

Subsequently the level of the waters was 
lowered, the three upper lakes discharging 
by the Ottawa River; Niagara, which then 
came into exietence, draiuing Lake Erie 
only. At that period the whole fell in level 
of the river from source to outlet was only 
200 feet, but chaiiges iu the height of the 
and have since insreaeed this ‘to 320 feet.
